large Senate reception room over- 
flowed into the crowded corridors. 
There was a tremendous demonstra- 
tion. The matter was taken to the 
House and more hearings were held 
in the House committee. When the 
Senate committee reported, however, 
it was with an adverse majority, and 
the House committee failed to re- 
port at all. 

In the 38 years that have inter- 
vyened since the first introduction of 
this resolution, the amendment has 
been presented to every Congress and 
hearings have been granted by com- 
mittees each session. These commit- 
tees have reported favorable majori- 
ties in some instances and unfavora- 
ble majorities in others. At times it 
has been reported without recommen- 
dation. On Jan. 25, 1887, however, it 
was finally brought before the Senate 
for a vote, which resulted {n 16 yeas 
and 34 nays. . 

By the time the amendment was 
brought to a vote again in the Senate, 
on March 19, 1914, there were 18 mem- 
bers of the Senate who represented a 
constituency of several million wom- 
en. It was not surprising, therefore, 
that the vote stood 35 years and 34 
nays, lacking only 11 of a two-thirds 


majority.

NLY once has the amendment 
O been voted upon in the House, 
after a stubborn refusal on 
the part of the Judiciary Committee 
to report upon the measure. The 
vote was finally taken, however, on 
Jan. 12, 1916, with yeas 174 and nays 
204. Again in the Sixty-fourth Con- 
gress the resolution was introduced 
in both the Senate and the House. In

N his earnest desire to see the peace of the

President Wilson has given his public ap- 
proval to the proposition of an 
league to enforce peace. 
ligerents the President asserted that the United 
States “stand ready, and even eager. to co-op- 
erate’ in this manner. 

The full significance of these utterances, 
the tremendous departure from long-established 
policy involved in them, have not received ade- 
quate attention. 

On Sept. 17, 1796, upon announcing his determi- 
nation to retire from the presidency to enjoy quiet 
during the remaining three years of his life, 
Washington issued to his countrymen a farewell 
address, which may -be likened, in its prophetic 
wisdom and exhortations of counsel, to some of 
the ancient biblical prototypes. He laid down as 
the cardinal principle of our foreign policy a 
dividuals as to nations, to the effect that we 
should be as little involved, politically, as 
ble, with other, and especially European, nations: 
that the New World should not allow itself to bx 
called in actively, as Canning boasted to Parlia- 
ment in 1823. ‘‘to redress the balance of the old.” 

“Why forego the advantages of so peculiar a 
situation?’ runs the farewell address. “‘Why, by 
interweaving our destiny with that of any part of 
Qurope, entangle our peace and prosperity in the 
toils European ambition, rivalsbip. interest, 
humor or caprice?”’ 

Hamilton, Adams, Jefferson, 
and all American statesmen since their day have 
concurred in the wisdom of this policy, and the 
United States has shown a remarkable fidelity to 
it during all the years of its growth to the present 
time of its wealth and power. In only a very few 
instances has it been deviated from and each 
case has left its moral in a diplomatic chapter of 
humiliation and regret.

( Episode of the Bulwer Treaty 
ASHINGTON, having extricated’ the 
W United States from the treaty of alliance 
with France of 1778, before his retire- 
ment from office, succeeding administrations for 
50 years jealously guarded our political inde- 
pendence. When, for example, the British For- 
eign Minister Canning proposed to the United 
States in 1822 that the two countries jointly issue 
a manifesto against the machinations of the Holy 
Alliance with respect to the Spanish colonies in 
America, the United States was sorely tempted to 
avail itself of British power, but it declined. The 
result was a Monroe Doctrine proclaimed by the 
United States alone in 1823. 

Great Britain cared nothing for the Monroe 
Doctrine, but she dreaded the increasing power of 
Russia. Prussia and Austria. During all these 
years the British were actually defying the Mon- 
roe Doctrine with their growing claims to terri- 
tory in Nicaragua. It was a vexatious problem, 
threatening to end our early dreams of an isthmian 
canal there. These claims had expanded so as to 
include a protectorate over the Mosquito tribe of 
Indians, the possession of Greytown, the Carri- 
bean terminal of the proposed canal, and Tigre 
Island in the Gulf of Fonseca. 

When President Taylor entered office in 1848, 
Secretary of State Clayton sought an amicable 
settlement which would include a surrender of 
the British claiins. 
tlemen which appeared satisfactory and Great 
Britain sent to Washington as special negotiator 
the astute Sir Henry Bulwer. In open defiance 
of established policy, Clayton concluded a treaty 
in April, 1850, granting to Great Britain joint con- 
trol with tne United States of any canal to be 
built, Great Britain yielding at the same time all 
claims, except those to “the British settlement 
of Honduras, or Belize, or its dependencies.” 
Clayton assumed that the claims to the Mosquito 
coast, Greytown and Tigre Island were waived 
and so assured the Senate, which ratified tho 


treaty. 


HE United States was now to experience a 
T half century of vexations, bringing us to 

the brink of war, through the folly of this 
step, which practically admitted Great Britain 
to a partnership in the Monroe Doctrine. In 1852 
Great Britain formally constituted the “Colony of 
the Bay Islands” on the Nicaraguan coast, under 
the British crown. When Congress met it char- 
acterized this action as in violation of the Clay- 
ton-Bulwar treaty and the Monroe Doctrine. In

HE great rule of conduct for us tn 

| regard to foreign nations is, in ex- 


tending our commercial relations, tq 
have as little political connection as pos- 
sible. 

So far as we have already formed en- 
gagements let them be fulfilled with per- 
fect good faith. Here Ict us stop. Eu- 
rope has a set of primary interests, which 
to us have none, or a very remote, relation. 
Hence she must be engaged in frequent 
controversies, the causes of which are es- 
sentially foreign to our concerns. Hence, 
therefore, it must be unwise in us to impli- 
cate ourselves by artificial ties in the or- 
dinary combinations and collisions of her

trine as a principle of international law. With 
so serious a misunderstanding as to the subject 
matter the treaty might have been honorably ab- 
rogated, but no such action was taken. It re- 
mained a thorn in the flesh, defeating its own ob- 
ject and only engendering bitterness. 

In 1857 President Buchanan, in a message to 
Congress, suggested abrogation by mutual con- 
sent, but Great Britain again refused, while mak- 
ing a counter suggestion of arbitration by a Eu- 
ropean arbitrator. The United States would not 
submit the Monroe Doctrine to such inevitable 
destruction. Public opinion grew for ‘‘an Amer- 
ican canal under American control,’ but admin- 
istrations came and went, powerles to rescue the 
country from the entanglement. President 
Arthur determined to defy Great Britain by an 
independent canal treaty with Nicaragua and, 
but for the incoming of Cleveland, who withheld 
it, war might have resulted. 

It was not until 1901 that overtures to Great 
Britain were successful. By the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty of that year, everything that was asked 
was conceded, Great Britain waiving all claims 
and asking only that the tolls and conditions of 


that they should be “just and reasonable.”

ly aright of war. It is unknown in time of peace. 
Yet from the day of our independence, Great 
Britain had compelled us to submit to it in her 
impressment into her naval forces of British sub- 
jects who had entered our merchant marine. 
She had sought such a treaty with the United 
States for 25 years, but our Government stead- 
fastly opposed it, inaugurating instead an inde- 
pendent system in which American naval vessels 
searched American merchant vessels. Lincoln 
yielded, influenced, no doubt, by the motives which 
prompted his emancipation proclamation the same 
year. 

“Abstractly the undertaking was most humane,’ 
said Cushman K. Davis, a former chairman of 
the Foreign Relations Committee of the Senate, 
“but in the practical execution of the convention 
Great Britain at once claimed the right of search, 
upon a most extensive scale, of vessels flying the 
American flag.” 

“Thus the controversy which mainly caused the 
war of 1812 revisited the earth ‘clad in complete 
steel. and it was composed as to the African 
slave trade only by pitiable and undignified make- 
shifts.’ 

In no instance was our policy of avoiding po- 
itical entanglements more flagrantly violated 
than in the negotiation of the tripartite treaty 
with Great Britain and Germany in 1889 for &

T many had commercial agents at Apia, on 

the Island of Upola, as early as 1850. In 
the great Hamburg corporation of Codef- 
froy & Co. established offices there, and under- 
took to monopolize trade and dominate the peo- 
ple politically. This was the beginning of a con- 
test, with the British and American representa- 
tives usually acting together, which was to plunge 
the islands into inter-tribal war and banish peace: 
for nearly half a century. 

The policy of the United States was distinct'y 
one of laissez faire. In 1872 Rear Admiral] Meati-, 
cruising in the vicinity, had discovered and ob- 
tained by treaty, on his own authority, from a 
| native chief, the superb harbor of Pago-Pago, at 
the Island of Tutuila, promising in return 

“friendship and protection.” But President Grant 
repudiaied the bargain. In 1874 the United States 
‘cut Col. Steinberger, an army officer, to the 
islands to investigate and report, as well as to as- 
sure the natives-of our interest. But he joined 
in Godeffroy & Co.’s intrigues and became Prime 
Minister to the King Malietoa Laupepa. 

Protectorates over the islands were alternately 
proclaimed by the Consuls, each in the name of 
his respective Government, but neither of the 
Governments was bold enough to ratify the un- 
In 1886 a conference was sug- 


ing friction. A joint commission was sent to the 

but it accomplished nothing beyond a 
When it departed the German Consul ele- 
vated a new King and appointed German subjects 
to all offices. A new uprising resulting, the com- 
mander of the German gunboat Adler bombarded 
all unfriendly villages, with the exception of one, 
where the indignant American Commander Leary 
ran his vessel, the Adams, directly between the 
Adler and the shore, threatening the Germans if 
the did not desist. 

German forces were landed and proclaimed mar- 
tial law. The British and American Consults re- 
fused to respect the proclamation. Rear Admiral 
Kimberly was hurriedly sent out with the Tren- 
ton and the Vandalia. He arrived at Apia in 
March, 1889. The feeling was intense. German 
and British warships were ready for instant 
action against each other. It was at this moment 
of potential tragedy that an:equinoctial hurricane 
burst upon the harbor with such fury that anchor 
chains and engines became powerless. The ves- 
sels were wrecked upon the coral reefs, with 
great loss of life. One lone warship, the British 
vessel Calliope, was able to reach the open sea and 
remain afloat. 


Cleveland Recalled Warning. 


L riis bear approach to war resulted in a con- 
+ ference in Berlin, where the tripartite pro- 

tectorate treaty was signed. It promised 
the Samoans autonomy, but actually extinguished 
it. The wishes of the natives were wholly dis- 
regarded. Their King was to receive $95 per 
month: the American Chief Justice, $500. Never- 
theless, President Harrison recommended the 
treaty and the Senate ratified it. 

The treaty not only failed to remove friction, it 
intensified it. The natives rebelled as before. 
In 1893 the situation was so bad that President 
Cleveland proposed an abrogation of the treaty. 
Great Britain and Germany refused. 

“This incident and the events leading up to 
it,” said President Cleveland at that time, “sig- 
nally illustrate the impolicy of entangling alll- 
ances with foreign Powers.’ And later: 

“The present Government has failed to correct, 
if, indeed, it has not aggravated, the very evils it 
was intended to prevent. Our participation in its 
establishment, against the wishes of the natives, 
was in plain defiance of the conservative teach- 
ings and warnings of the wise and patriotic men 
who laid the foundations of our free institutions.” 

In 1895 President Cleveland, still unable to untie 
our hands, repeated that “our situation in this 
matter was inconsistent with the mission and 
traditions of our Government, in violation of the 
principles we profess and in all respects mischiev- 


ous and vexatious.”

War is a thing that changes very 
rapidly, and we have in the tanks only 
the first of a great series of offensive!. 
developments. They are bound to be 
tmproved, at a great pace. The method 
of using them will change very rapidly. 
Any added invention will necessitate 
the scrapping of old types and produc- 
tion of the new patterns in quantity. 

It ts of supreme necessity to the 
allies, {f they are to win this war out- 

right, that the lead tn inventions and

lition after aerial photography, followed 
by an advance. It is a huge addition 
to our prospect of decisive victory. 

What does it do? It solves two prob- 
lems. The existing tank affords a 
means of advancing against machine 
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gun fire and of destroying wire and 
machine guns without much risk of 
loss, so soon as the big guns have done 
their duty by the enemy guns. And also 
behind the tank itself, it is useless to 
conceal, lies the possibility of bringing 
up big guns and big gun ammunition, 
across nearly any sort of country, as 
fast as the advance can press forward. 
Hitherto every advance has paid a 
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| sharp urgency from what one has to 
Say about these developments. The 
tanks—if we keep ahead with them— 
remove the last technical difficulties in 
our way to decisive victory and a per- 
manent peace; they also afford a reason 
for straining every nerve to bring about 
a decision and peace soon. 

At the risk of seeming an imagina- 
tive alarmist, I would iike to point out 
the reasons these things disclose for 
hurrying this war to a decision and do- 
ing our utmost to arrange the world’s 
affairs so as to make another war im- 
brobable. Already these serio-comic 
tanks, weighing many tons, have gone 
slithering and sliding over dead and 
wounded men. That is not an incident for 
sensitive minds to dwell upon, but it is a 
mere little child’s play anticipation of 
what the hig land ironclads that are 
tound to come if there is no world 
lacification, are going to do. 

What lies behind the tank’ depends 
upon this fact: there is no definable 
upward limit of mass. Upon that I 
would lay ail the stress possible, be- 
cause everything turns upon that. 

You cannot make a land ironclad so 
big and heavy but that you cannot 
make a caterpillar track wide enough 
and strong enough to carry it forward. 
Tanks are quite possible that will carry 
20-inch or 25-inch guns, besides minor 
armament. Such tanks may be unde- 
sirable; the production may exceed the 
industrial fesources of any empire to 
jroduce; but there is no inherant im- 
possibility in such things. There are 
not even the same limitations as to 
draft and docking accommodations that 
set bounds to the size of battleships. 


Devastation in Ite Wake. 
It follows, therefore, as a necessary 


deduction, that if the world’s affairs 
are so left at the end of the war that 
the race of armaments continues, the 
tank, which at present weighs under 20 
tons, will develop steadily into a tre- 
mendous instrument of warfare, driven 
by engines of scores of thousands of 
horsepower, tracking on a track scores 
of hur.dreds of yargs wide, and weighing 
hundreds of thousands of tons. Noth- 
ing but a world agréement not to do so 
can prevent this logical development of 
the land ironclad idea. Such a struc- 
ture will make wheel-ruts scores of 
feet deep; it will plow up, devastate and 
destroy the country it passes over alto- 
gether. 

For my -own part, I never Imagined 
the land ironclad idea would get loose 
into war. I thought that the military 
intelligence was essentially unimagina- 
tive and that such an aggressive mil- 
iiary Power as Germany, dominated 
by military people, would never pro- 
duce anything of the sort. I thought 
that this war would be fought out with- 
out tanks and that then war would come 
to an end. For of course it is mere stu- 
pidity that makes people doubt the ult 
mate ending of war. | 

I have been so far justified in these 
expectations of mine, that it is not from 
military sources that these things have 
come. They have been thrust upon the 
soldiers from without. But now that 
they are loose, now that they are in 
war, we have to face their full possibil- 
ities, to use our advantage in them and 
press on to the end of the war. 


Aids in Advancing Big Guns. 
In support of a photo-aero directed 


artillery, even our present Banks can 
be used to complete an invincible of- 
fensive. We shall not so much push as 
ram. It is doubtful if the Germans 
can get anything of the sort into action 
before the spring. We ought to get the 
war onto German soil before the Tanks 
have grown to more than three or four 
times their present size. THen it will 
not matter so much how much bigger 
they grow. It will be the German 
landscape that will suffer. 

Of course, if we comb out our col- 
liers and munition workers it will take 
much longer, and the big ones will come 
from the German side. That is the 
elementary common sense of the case. 

After one has seen the actual Tanks, 
it is not very difficult to close one’s 
eyes and figure the sort of Tank that 
—given the assent of our military lead- 


a few months’ time about the restora- 
tion of Belgium and Servia and France, 
the restoration of the sunken tonnage, 
the penalties of the various Zeppelin 
and submarine murders, the freedom of 
the seas and land alike from plracy, 
the evacuation and reunion of Poland, 
and the guarantees for the future peace 
of Europe. 

The machine will be, @rhaps, as big 
, as a destroyer and more heavily armed 
and equipped. It will swim over and 
through the soil at a pace or 10 or 
12 miles an hour. In front of it will 
be corn land, neat woods, orchards, pas- 
ture, gardens, villages and towns. It 
will advance upon its belly with a sway- 
ing motion, devouring thé ground be- 
neath it. Behind it masses of soil and 
rock, lumps of turf, splintered wood, 
bits of houses, occasional streaks of red, 
will drop from its track and it will 
leave a wake six or seven times as wide 
as a high road, from which all soil, 
all cultivation, all semblance to culti- 
vated or cultivatable land will have 
disappeared.

It will not even be a track of soil. 


It will be a track of subsoil laid bare. 
It will be a flayed strip of nature. In 
the course of its fighting the monster 
may have to turn about. It will then 
halt and spin slowly around, grinding 
out an arena of desolation with a cir- 
cumference equal to its length. If it 
has to retreat and advance again, these 
streaks and holes of destruction will 
increase and multiply. Behind the fight- 
ing lines these monsters Will maneuver 
to and fro, destroying the land for al] 
ordinary agricultural purposes for ages 
to come. 

The first imaginative account cf the 
land ironclad that was ever written con- 
cluded with the words, “They are the 
reductio ad absurdum of war.’ They 
are, and it is to the engineers, the tron- 
masters, the workers and the inventive 
talent of Great Britain and France that 
we must look to insure that it is in 
Germany, the great modern war propa- 
gandist, that this demonstration of 
war's u te absurdity is completed. . 

For @ years Frankenstein Germany 
invoked war, turned every development 
of material and social science to aggres- 
sive ends, and at last. when she felt the 
time was ripe, she let loose the new 
monster that she had made of war to 
cow the spirit of mankind. She set the 
thing trampling through Belgium. She 
cannot grumble if at last it comes home, 
stranger and more dreadful even than 
she made i. trampling the German 
towns and fields with German blood 
upon it and its eyes toward Berlin.

Having Beneficial HNeform Effect, 
Peensylyania Says. 
HARRISBURG, Pa, Jan. 6.—‘'Paper- 
soled slippers in midwinter’ worn over 
icy pavements, as contrasted with necks 
muffled in fur, are obviously a source of 
real danger,’ is the point made by Dr. 
Samuel G. Dixon, State Health Com- 
missioner, in urging Women to make 
their costumes accord with the winter 
weather. He stated in the same con- 
nection that men, as a rule, have made 
their dress fit the period of the vear, 
but that there are dangers in extreme 
attention to adornment on the part of 

women. 

“Eve was the first human being to 
concern herself with the matter of cos- 
tume,”’ Dr. Dixon said. . ‘*Today, some 
evidence to the contrary, the primury 
object of clothing is to protect the bod» 
from heat and cold.

The approximate cost of the Post- 
Dispatch Christmas Festival ital- 
ity for 1916 was $10,200. The figures 
already compiled total $10,133.82, and 
there are outstanding a few minor 
expenses which will lift the aggre- 
gate to about the figures stated. This 
does not include about $1600 of ad- 
ministrative expense, which is borne 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

As compared with last year there 
is a small decrease in both divisions 
of the event. In 1915 the total out- 
side expense was $10,064.64, and 
the expense taken care of by the 
Post-Dispatch was $1966.38. The total 
cost last year was $13,936.41, and sub- 


scriptions totaled $10,285.93. To date 
this year the subscriptions amount to 


$10,344.78, not including additions to 
the fund acknowledged today, and 
there probably are some lists still 
Outstanding through which further 
additions will_be made to a moderate 
extent. 

The decrease in the administrative 
expense this year as compared with 
1915 arose chiefly from the absence 
of a doll display g@wing to inability 
to obtain dolls for distribution among 
girl guests in the Coliseum on Christ- 
mas day as in former years. Dollis

Candidate Named by Nominating 
Committee Says Small Group 
of Members Fear Democracy. 


COURLEE FACTION’S REPLY 


Expected That Issue Involving 
Public Service Corporation In- 
terests Will Get Into Contest. 


The contest between J. Lionberger Da- 
vis, lawyer, civic worker and vice presi- 
dent of the St. Louls Union Bank, and 
J. R. Curlee, secretary of the Carleton 


Dry Goods Co., for president of the 
Business Men’s League, became more 
spirited than ever yesterday, when Da- 
vis sent a letter to league members 
ebarging that within the league there 
bas been a small group of members 
who fear democracy, and who have dom- 
inated and controlled the organization 
largely for their own benefit. 

Davis asserted, in the letter, that he 
was the candidaye of the progressive 
element of the léague, which is seeking 
te broaden its field of usefulness anl 
ty take the entire membership into con- 
sideration in the determination of poli- 
cles. He set forth that under present 
conditions all the legislative powers are 
concentrated in an Executive Commit- 
tee, which is dominated by a few men. 

The faction of the league which is 
supporting Curlee asserts that the Davis 
faction wishes to divert the work of 
the league into civic activities, instead 
of confining its work to purely indus- 
trial and commercial problems. 

It is not unlikely that the issue will 
be raised before the election, Jan. 16, 
that the Public Service Corporation ele- 
ment is trying to control the organiza- 
tion, as A. L. Shapleigh, director of 
United Railways, is manager of the 
Curlee campaign, and Murray Carleton, 
another director, is one of his most 
active supporters. It was also pointed 
out that George J. Tansey of the St. 
Youis Transfer Co., which has most 
intimate connections with the Terminal 
Railroad Association, is one of the vice 
chairmen of Curlee’s caripaign com- 
mittee. 

Charges by Both Factions. 

Charges and counter-charges are 
being made by both factions. The 
Curlee faction theists that President 
Howard appointed a nominating com- 
mittee that would ‘nominate Davis, 
with the full knowledge of the fact 
that this would bring on a fight in 
the organization. It is no secret that 
Howard and the Executive Committee 
have been in disagreement on nearly 
every matter of policy during the 

st year, and that the Executive 

mmittee generally has often over- 
ruled Howard. 

Shapleigh, who was a member of 
the Nominating Committee, voted 
against Davis’ nomination, agd two 
other members of the committee re- 
fused to vote. The four other mem- 
bers voted for Davis. Under the by- 
laws of the league 60 members can 
nominate a ticket in opposition to 
that named by the Nominating Com- 
mittee. There were nearly 200 sign- 
ers to Curlee’s petition. 

Both Curlee and Davis have cam- 
paign committees, with headqtarters 
in office buildings, conductirig their 
fights. The contest has become as 
exciting as a political election, and it 
is expected that most of the 32400 
members will vote at the election. 
Polls will be open: from 8 a. m. to 6 
Pr. m. on the secon@ fleor of the Me- 
chanics-American National Bank 
Building, Broadway ané Locust street.

ballot boxes. Altheugh the dues have 
been reduced to $50 a year, there are 
o$ members who have continued to 
pay $100 a year, and they have been 
nelified that they may designate one 
other member of their respective 
firms as members of the league with 
the right to wote. 

The Curlee faction has charged 
that Davis would cause the league to 
Invade the field now occupied by the 
Civic League and other similar or- 
fanizations if he should be elected 
president, and reports have been cir- 
culated that he would cause Roger 
Baldwin, now seéretary of the Civic 
League, to be elected secretary-treas- 
urer and manager to succeed William 
FY. -Saunders,. Davis denics these 
charges in hig letter.

WOMAN, HUSBAND

OLD CASE IS RECALLED 


She Resembles Woman Who 
Collected $30,000 After Man’s 
Death 16 Years Ago.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Jan. 6.—Mrs, 
Irene Barrett, alleged to have been mur- 
dered with her son, Raymond Wright, 
by her husband, Benton Barrett, aged 
Santa Monica rancher, was said today 
by Dr. L. L. Clock to be the Mrs. Myrtle 
Wright implicated ir. a mysterious death 


in Colorado by which she collected $30,- 
000. 
Dr. Clock, held 


in the county jail 
charged with a statutory crime, iden- 
tified photographs of Mrs. Barrett as 
those of Mrs. Wright. Barrett's attor- 
neys contend the woman and her son are 
alive. 

Dr. Clock said he was called to a hotel 
in Pagosa Springs, Colo., in 1901, where 
he found Mrs. Wright and a man named 
Neff beside the body of George Barber, 
who left Webster City, Io., to accompany 
the woman to Colorado. Barber was 
dead. 

Poison Found in Body. 

Dr. Clock said the circumstances were 
such that he reported them to the au- 
thorities. The body was exhumed and 
an autopsy and examination in Denver 
showed presence of poison. Mrs. Wright 
and Neff were held for a time, but were 
released when it was shown that death 
would have occurred without poison, 
which might have been used as a stim- 
ulgnt. 

he woman collected $30,000 insurance, 
Dr. Clock said, and left with Neff. Six 
years later Dr. Clock received an/ in- 
cuiry from a Pueblo lodge asking fur the 
address of Mrs. Wright, to whom a 
lodge member who had died left his in- 
surance. 

Barrett was arrested and charged 
with murder, when he was taken to the 
District Attorney’s office, Oct. 21, 1916, 
by his attorney, and confessed that he 
had killed his wife and stepson three 
days before and buried their bodies in 
the yard of his ranch. Bones were 
found, but experts disagmpelaieriMiter 
whether they were those of either or 
both of the victims. 

Couple Said to Have Been Seen. 

Several witnesses were said to have 
been found by the defense who had seen 
Mrs. Barrett and her son after the time 
of the alleged murders. None of these 
was called at Barrett's preliminary hear- 
ing when he was held for trial, March 7. 

Dr. Clock’s story was submitted to the 
District Attorney and an Investigation 
was begun. 

Barrett, in his confession, said he 
killed his wife and stepson when they 
attacked him. Barrett carried some in- 
surance, payable to his wife, but not 
encugh, according to the police, to have 
tempted his wife to kill him. Barrett, it 
was found, had shown disapproval of 
cther men’s attentions to his wife. 

The defense advanced several theories 
to reconcile Barrett's confession with 
the theory that his two victims were 
alive. One of these was that Barrett 
was hypnotised. 

In discussing Dr. Clock’s story, at- 
torneys for Barrett said tonight their 
inquiries did not reveal facts in accord 
with Dr. Clock’s statement. In 1900, 
they said, Mrs. Barrett was living in 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., with her first 
husband, C. W. Wright, and remained 
there several years. 


Woman Who Got Iowan’s Insurance 
Said She Was His Fiancee. 
PAGOSA SPRINGS, Colo., Jan. 6.— 
A man named George Barber died in 
a Pagosa Springs hotel in November, 
1900, under strange circumstances. 
Myrtle A. Wright and W. Pp. Neff, 
who brought him to this city, were 
arrested and charged with adminis- 
tering poison to him. A Sioux City, 
Io., life insurance company is said to 
have lost heavily by Barber’s death. 
After a delay of tnany weeks the 
charges against Mrs. Wright and 
Neff were dismissed. When the 
woman set up a claim for Barber's 
insurance she alleged she was his 

filancee.

Murphy said tonight that he was 
willing to go before a committee of 
the Legislature and reveal the inside 
workings of the prison management, 
which, he alleges, would show many 
irregularities and violations of the 
law. 

Murphy has been close to Warden 
McClung, and two years ago was the 
Warden’s candidate for Prosecuting 
Attorney of Cole County. It was in 
behalf of Murphy that the Warden 
wrote letters to prison employes in- 
structing them to refuse to trade with 
merchants who would not’ support 
Murphy. 

Will Support Investigation, 

Several members of the Legislature 
who were in the group admitted by 
Murphy said tonight that they consid- 
ered the Warden's action an abuse of 
power, and that they would support 
a movement for a complete investiga- 
tion of the prison. 

An investigation two years ago ex- 
onerated the prison management.

within a short time. The fact that 
Senator Sam B. Cook of Jefferson

one of the checks, which the credit 
manager refused to accept. 

Macauley, however, declares that he 
can prove he was at the Hamilton Hotel 
at the time of the occurrences mentioned 
at the two stores. At 3:30 p. m., the time 
of the Famous & Barr transaction, he 
says, he was asleep in his room, and 
was awakened by a telephone call from 
Simon Lederer of the Buckingham Ho- 
tel, who talked to him about a mining 
deal. At the time of the Stix, Baer & 
Fuller transaction, later in the after- 
noon, Macauley says he was on the way 
to the hotel dining room, and 10 min- 
utes later, at 6:05 p. m., Was eating din- 
ner with his family there. 

Lederer has confirmed his statement 
as to the telephone conversation, and 
Macauley says he will prove his pres- 
ence in the dining room by waiters. 

Gold Macauley a Watch. 

Macauley says he left Toronto on the 
night of Dee. 21, and A. Rosenthal, 4 
jeweler there, says he sold Macauley a 

watch on that evening The man who 
passed the checks in New York Is be- 
eved to have been in New York for at 
least 10 days before Dec. 2. 

Rusiness associates of Macauley in 
Toronto have been examining his cor- 
respondence and office records, in 
the effort to account for his move- 
ments in the weeks preceding and fol- 
lowing Christmas for several years 
past. “Christmas” Keough got his 
nickname from the fact that he 
chose the holiday season, when stores 
are busiest, to offer his bogus travel- 
ers’ checks in payment for purchases.

Handwriting Expert Finds Similardy Between 
‘Christmas Keough and A. P. Macauley Signatures 


INFERMATIONAL DETECTIVE AGESCY. sie, sean 
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Lays Particular Stress Upon the 
M’s in the Known Check For- 
geries by Notorious Crook and 
That in the Autograph of the 
Suspect Written in St. Louis. 


Gus V. R. Mechin, St. Louis Hand- 
writing expert, was requested by the 
Post-Dispatch to examine the spect- 
mens at hand of the chtrography of 
“Ohristmas” Keough and Alexander 
P. Macauley. Whe following ts his 
analysts of the data: 


By GUS V. R. MECHIN 
St. Louis Handwriting Expert. 
HAVE examined for the Post-Dis- 
| patch the handwriting samples avail- 
able respectively of the forger, 
“Christmas’’ Keough, and of the sus- 
pect, Alexander P. Macauley, with a 
view to throwing light on the question as 
to whether the two men may possibly 
be identical. 
Owing to a paucity of data, a final 


decision, on a basis of resemblances or 


differences in handwriting, is at this 


time impracticable. However, it may he 
said that certain chirographical simi- 
ldrities reveal themselves, though these 
are by no means conclusive. . 

Of the handwriting attributed to 
Keough we have five purported samples. 
Three (No. 1 in the illustration) consist 
of signatures sent out in warning 
against ‘‘the Christmas swindler’’ by a 
detective agency. These signatures are 
“E. Dunham,” “M. J. Martin’’ and ‘‘J. 
A. Paget.’’. Another (No. 3 in the illus- 
tration) is the signature of ““G. Dundas,” 
on an alleged Canadian Bank of Com.- 
merce traveler’s check, dated Nov. 26, 
1913, and numbered ‘“‘D 19121." The fifth 
(No. 2 in the illustration) fs the signa- 
ture, “A. Travers,”’ on an admittedly 
forged traveler's check of the same 
bank, dated Nov. 14, 1914, and numbered 
“DPD 19121.’ 

Macauley’s Handwriting. 


Of the handwriting of Macauley we 
have on his Bertillon record the/signa- 
ture, “A. P. Macauley, Lumsden Build- 
ing, Toronto” (No. 4 in the illustration). 

Taking the signature of ‘‘M. J. Martin” 
on the detective agency circular and 
that of “A. P. Macauley’’ In the Ber- 
tillon record, I would call attention to 
the similarity of the capital “‘M’s,”’ par- 
ticularly in their angular tops. Next, 
observe the manner in which the cap-

ital “J’’ of the first and the capital ‘“‘P”’ 
of the second are joined to the capital 

“M"’ in both signatures. 

The small 41” in “Macauley,” the smal) 
“d’’ in “Dundas” and the small ‘‘h’”’ 
in “‘Dunham"’ betray a similar angu- 
larity of top. 

Most significant of all is the manner 
in which the capital ‘M’’ in the signa- 
tures of ‘Macauley’’- and ‘‘Martin’”’ is 
completely separated from the following 
vowel. In the detective agency signa- 
ture, the final loop of the ‘‘M’’ sweeps 
down in a curve far below the line, and 
in the ‘‘Macauley”’ signature the loop 
is even more pronounced, though flow- 
ing in the same direction. In both cases 


there is no attempt at connecting the 


consonant with the succeeding vow- 
el ‘‘a.’’ p 

Coming now to the five signatures at- 
tributed to Keough, certain similarities 
among them are also discernible. There 
are close likenesses between the capital 
“A's” and emall ‘‘a’s’’ in the signatures 
“A. Travers” and ‘J. A. Paget,” and 
between the capital “D’s in the in- 
dorsement ‘‘Dundas’’ and the signature 
“Dunham.” The first down stroke and 
the small loop at the-bottom of both 
these ‘‘D’s”’ are quite similar. The small 
“d" in “Dundas” and the small ‘t’s’’ in 
Martin and Paget should be compared.”’

. A, Cameron, manager of the To- 
ronto branch of tha Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, told of the discontinu- 
ance of the $200 travelers’ checks 
formerly issued by the bank. They 
were discontinued, he said, because 
of the discovery that forgeries were 
being perpetrated from a photograph- 
ic plate of the $200 check. The orig- 
inal checks from which the plates 
were made, he said, were issued in 
Montreal five years ago, and have 
never come back to the bank. 


_ Letter Given With Checks, 
When the checks were issued orig- 


inally, a letter of identification, bear- 
ing the name of the bank’sg manager 
and the signature of the purchaser, 
were given. The original letter was 
used with a spurious check, and after 
it had become dirty, duplicates of the 
letter were forged, he declared. In 
these forgeries, the names of the 
Hamilton and St. Catharine's 
branches of the bank, as well as the 
Toronto and Montreal branches, 
were used. / 

Rosenthal, the Toronto jeweler, says 
he noticed, when Macauley paid him for 
the watch, that he had a large number 
of travelers’ checks on the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce and commented upon 
it, and Macauley said he was going to 
be traveling for some time and would 
probably need all of them. 

Louis J. West, a Toronto mining brok- 
er, said that, to his knowledge, Macauley 
had, in his youth, been a boxer. Macau- 
ley, in St. Louis, has denied the state- 
ment that he was a pugilist. West does 
not say he was a professional] pugilist, 
but that he was a man of~powerful 
physique, who indulged in boxing and 
belonged to athletic organizations. West 
said he was confident that the arrest of 
Macauley is a case of mistaken identity.

FORD ALLOWED TO BUILD 
$12,000,000 DETROIT SMELTER 


Circuit Judges Accept $10,000,000 In- 
demnity Bond to Secure Dodge 
Bros., Shing Auto Manufacturer, 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 6.—Henry Ford, 
presiuent of the Ford Motor Co., was 
today allowed to proceed with the con- 
atruction of a $12,000,000 smelter on the 
Detroit River, near this city. 

The three Circuit Judges presiding at 
the injunction sult brought against Ford 
hb, the Dodge brothers accepted_a bond 


of $10,000,000 to secure the Dodges from 
any possible loss.

DOCTOR BITTEN BY DOG 
DIES OF BLOOD POISON 


Dr. P. A. Pfeffer Was Under- 
going Pasteur Treatment When 
Infection Developed. 


An autopsy performed Friday night 
on Dr. Peter A. Pfeffer of 340 Shaw 
avenue, is relied on to determine the 
source of the infection which developed 
while he was receiving the Pasteur 
treatment for dog bite and resulted in 
his death from blood poisoning Thurs- 
day night. 

The autopsy was performed at the in- 
stance of an accident insurance com- 
pany in which Dr. Pfeffer held policies. 
Members of his family eay they do not 
know the amount of his accident insur- 
arce, but it is said to be between $10,000 
and $15,000. 

Dr. Pfeffer was bitten Nov. 4% He 
“was calling on a patient on Park ave 
nue, between Eleventh and Menard 
sireets, when the animal sprang upon 
him and bit him’ in the shoulder and on 
the hand. An examination , disclosed 
that it had rabies. 

Dr. Pfeffer consulted with Dr. F. A. 
Baldwin of the Health Department, and 
on Dr. Baldwin’s advice took the Pas- 
teur treatment. While he was taking 
the treatment infection developed and a 
week ago he went to St. Anthony’s 
Hospital, where he died. Dr. John 
McH. Dean, who attended him, gave 
blood-poisoning as the cause of death. 
He at no time had symptoms of rabies. 

Whether the blood poisoning resulted 
from infection which occurred when 
Dr. Pfeffer was bitten or from the hy- 
podermic treatment is expected to be 
established by the autopsy. 

The Pasteur treatment was adminis- 
tered by Dr. A. L. Lutz of the Health 
Department. Dr. Pfeffer, however, ac- 
cording to Dr. Lutz, did not permit the 
use of instruments used on other pa- 
tients, but carried his own syringe with 
hfm each time he went to see Dr. Lutz 
and the serum was administered with it. 

The treatment, Dr. Lutz says, con- 
tinued 21 days, but the last few days 
Dr. Pfeffer was unable to go to the 
Health Department and had the se- 
rum administered at his home, one of 
his brothers, who is a physician, call- 
ing at the Health Department with a 
syringe and getting the serum. In 
yesterday's Post-Dispatch it was 
stated that Dr. Lutz said the serum 
was administered during these days 
by Dr. F. J. Pfeffer cf 3657 Lafayette 
avenue. Dr. F. J. Pfeffer last night 
said he never obtained serum at the 
Health Department and had nothing 
to do with the treatment of his 
brother, and Dr. Lutz said he was not 
sure which of the prothers got the 
serum, 

Dr. Lutz said the development of 
infection did not necessarily mean 
that there had been regligence onthe 
part of anybody. It could yesult, he 
said, from the low resistance of the 
patient. That it’was not traceable to 
the serum was show: by the fact that 
a number of patients under treat- 
ment with the same serum have re- 
covered. 

The funeral of Dr. Pfeffer, who 
was 40 years old, will be held at 8:30 
tomorrow morning frem the residence 
to St. Margaret’s Church and Calvary 
Cemetery.

be no peace manifesto issued by Presi- 
dent Wilson,”’ the New York Evening 
Sun, on that date, reported rumors of 
such a note in the following terms: 

“The Washington advices were bear- 
ish, these saying that President Wilson 
may address foreign powers on the 
peace proposals.”’ 

‘‘Where did the Sun get this advance 
information?’ asked Gardner. ‘I think 
that I see indications of a leak. But the 
absolutely definite visible water mark 
of a leak is contained in the ticker 
record of Dow-Jones & Co. 

‘The beginning of the downward ten- 
dency in the stock market is first ap- 
parent between 12:45 and 1:45 of Dec, 19. 
United States Steel, which opened at 10 
o’clock at 113% and rose as high as 116%, 
got as low as 109% and closed at 112. On 
Dec. 2, opening at 112, it continued its 
drop, closing at 108. Then came the pub- 
lication of the note. 

“On Dec. 21 it opened at 104%, showed 
an upward tendency almost to noon and 
then fell, touching 100% and closing at 
101. 

‘My counsel, Judge William M. K. Ol- 
cott of New York, will present to you 
complete comparison of the prices of the 
New York Stock Exchange side by side 
with a statement of the news and rumors 
from Washington. This comparison pre- 
sents a chain of events which, beyond 
doubt, proves the existence of a leak. 

“If you find a prima facie case that 
there was a leak, you cannot take the 
position that you will do nothing 
about it until some one informs you 
as to the names of those who profited 
by the leak or the names of those re- 
sponsible. 

Suggestions as to Inquiry. 

“It seems to me that the right way 
to go about the matter is to find out 
from the President whom he talked 
this peace note over with and then 
summon them and find out whether 
there was any way in which they 
might inadvertently have let the cat 
out of the bag. Next, I should get a 
list of those employes of the White 
House and the State Department and 
of our embassies abroad who handled 
this particujar peace note. I think 
you will find that list quite formi4- 
able in length.”

known the result of a talk with two 
new witnesses summoned to establish a 
missing link—the acquaintainship of 
Lewis and the girl. There is no di- 
rect evidence that Lewis killed Miss 
Colbert whose body was found a week 
ago tonight, in her apartment here. 

The two witnesses summoned to Ro- 
tan’s office today were Mr. and Mrs. 
W. C. Chambers, who were personally 
acquainted with the girl They said 
they were in the model’s apartment 
about a year ago when Lewis entered 
and was introduced by Miss Colbert, 
who remarked that “‘he is my friend 
from New York.” 

Mrs. Chambers informed the District 
Attorney that Miss Colbert had con- 
fided to her on the day before the mur- 
der is supposed to have ocourred that 
she had “only $10 to her name.’ Only 
$9 in cash was found among the slain 
girl's effects. 

The District Attorney‘s theory is that 
when Lewis and the girl discovered 
both were “broke” Miss Colbert made 
scme remark which angered Lewis and 
that a quarrel ensued in which Lewis 
killed the model.

Bolin as 
a rule confinés his running to the 
400 and 809 meter races, which cor- 
respond with the American quarter 
and half mile events. Zanders, while 
he sometimes competes 
tances, is better in the longer contests 
-anging from 3000 to 5000 meters. 


Zanders Long Distance Star. 


Both of these athletes were named 
by Coach Ernie Hjertberg as proba- 
ble members of the Swedish track and 


field team which it was proposed to 
send to this country last summer. 
They have been developed since the 
Olympic games, held at Stockho!m in 
1912, and-have equaled or bettered 
the International Amateur Athletic 
Federation records several! times. 

The members of the American five- 
man track team who competed in 
Scandinavia last autumn were great- 
ly impressed by the running of the 
two Swedish amateurs. 

Bolin defeated Ted Meredith five 
times at distances ranging from 800 to 
1000 meters, but the former Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania star turned the 
tables upon Bolin in the 400-meter 
races. Zanders also defeated Meredith 
in a 1000-meter race, the distance be- 
ing too great for the American. 

Bolin and Zanders divided honors 
in the 800 and 15C0 meter races atthe 
Swedish championships held in Au- 
gust, and Zanders won first place in 
the 1500 and 5000 meter races and the 
8009-meter steeplechase at rhe Scandi- 
navian championships, while Bolin 
was second in the 400 and first in the 
800-meter races against the best run- 
ners of Norway, Denmark and Swe- 
den.

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| ARMY RECRUITING CAR 
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REACHES ST. LOUIS 


Driving the famous Overland Scout 
automobile, presented to the United 
States Army Recruiting Service by 
President John N. Willys, Capt. Stan- 
ley Huntley Lewis, special lecturer 
for the Recruiting Service, arrived in 
St. Louis last week. 

Capt. Lewis is well known in the 
literary field as a writer of military 
and naval stories for the various 
Munsey publications, and is making a

NEW TYPE FEDERAL TRUCK 


M. L. Pulcher, vice president and 
general manager of the Federal Motor 
Truck Co. of Detroit, announces that a 
new five-ton model is now being manu- 
factured by the Federal company.

Dem- 
onstrations were given along the route 
in various towns and cities where there 
are Federal dealers. The new model is 
a larger edition of the well-known 3%- 
ron Federal and includes, of course, the 
worm-drive rear axle used on all mod-

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EVELOPMENT of the grand 
basin and adjacent grounds 
in Forest Park, on a scale 
similar to its use by the 
World’s Fair, will be pro- 
posed to the Board of Pub- 
lic Service by Mr. Nelson 

Cunliff, Commissioner of Parks and 

Recreation. The project contemplates 

the most ambitious and enterprising 

scheme of improvement ever projected as 

a single municipal park improvement in 

the United States and will give to St. 

Louis a recreation ground that, in the 

judgment of Mr. Cunliff and others who 

have studied the plan, will outrival in 
beauty and artistic design any city ‘park 
in this country. 

The proposal embraces Art Hill, the 
grand basin, and all immediately sur- 
rounding grounds for an extensive system 
of driveways, premenades, paths and cas- 
cades, and, in its entirety, constitutes an 
undertaking that will require at least 20 
years to complete. A part of the general 
scheme is a suggestion to enlarge the Art 
Museum to eight times its present floor 
capacity. 

In the rotogravure section of this is- 
sue of the Post-Dispatch is Mr. Cunliff’s 
plan in detail as painted by the noted 
artist, Jules Guerin of New York, whose 
subtle brush ‘was directed by another 
artist equally well known, Cass Gilbert. 
architect, who worked out the plan and 
‘made the drawings for Mr. Cunliff and 
members of the Art Museum Board. 


The improvement will be slow at first 
owing to the slow natural development 
of landscape features, particularly the 
growth of young trees, 1000 of which al- 
ready have been set out in a design to 
conform to the plan. 


In 1900, when the Louisiana Purchase 
Co. commenced the development of Forest 
Park for the World’s Fair, a commission 
of architects was appointed to lay out a 
plan for development of the grounds. The 
commission was a consulting body to 
Mr. Isaac Taylor, architect and director 
of works of the exposition. They deter- 
mined on a point which is now directly 
in front of the Art Museum as the hub 
of the design, and drew a line northward 
which formed the axis. 


The proportion or scale was an enlarged 
one on account of the long vista and 
great distances to be covered and present- 
ed a difficult problem. But the commis- 
sion finally subimitted a general plan, 
using the grand basin as the, central at- 
traction, with monumental buildings on 
each side. But the design was for the 
fair only and not meant to be permanent 
—on a scale that would not admit of one 
building standing alone as a single at- 
traction. 

At the top of the hill there was what 
was known as the Colonnade of States 
and in front of this was the central at- 
traction of the long vista, Festival Hall. 
At each end, serving as a terminus of the 
Colonnade of States, were buildings with 
rest rooms, restaurant and shelter, famil- 
iarly known as the East and West pavil- 
ions. From each of these and from Fes- 
tival Hall were cascades to the grand 
basin. In the basin were fountains, and 
outlining it was a retaining wall with 
balustrade properly surmounted with 
light standards, sculpture and statuary. 
To east and west of Festival Hall were 
fittingly ornamental bandstands. 


The whole, as worked out by the com- 
mission, produced the prettiest pano- 
ramic view ever shown at any world’s 
fair and a more profound impression 
upon the public than any other feature 
of the fair. 


At the conclusion of the fair, when 
the buildings had been razed and the 
work of restoring the park to its former 
condition had begun, the grand basin 
was decreased in size, leaving about one- 
half of the lagoons and the gentle ter- 
racing and sloping of what is now Art 
Hill. 


The World’s Fair development of this 
site on so stupendous a scale revealed 
to St. Louisans the great possibilities of 
the grounds as a site for permanent de- 
velopment along similar lines. It was 
on this: hill that the pageant and masque 
was held a little over a year ago, and 
the hillside has been utilized by large 
groups and gatherings of spectators and 
for various celebrations, and presents 
wonderful opportunities as a natural 
amphitheater. 

About one and a half years ago the 
Art Museum Board requested Mr. Cun- 
liff’s approval of certain plans for de- 
velopment of the grounds adjacent to the 
building. Their scheme did not contem- 
plate park development leading to the 
building, and he withheld his approval 
pending such time as he could ascertain 
what work they intended doing towards 
a more complete development of their 
building. : 

The Museum Board then called in 
Architect Gilbert for further information 
and Mr. Gilbert, after several conferences 
with the board, set to work on a plan 
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A proposal to the Board of Pablic Service to improve 
Forest Park, along the lines of the World’s 
Fair architecture, with drives, promenades, 
paths, terraces, cascades, electric lighting 
and enlargement of the Art Museum, and 
Art Hill forming the focal point of an exten- 


sive lahdscape design 
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of greater scope to conform wiih the 
ideas of Mr. Cunliff. 

After analytical study of the situation, 
Mr. Gilbert decided that Art Hill, the 
grand basin and the territory lying be- 
tween the museum and Lindell boule- 
vard, was an integral part of any de 
velopment affecting Art Hill. 

Conferences between Mr. Gilbert and 
Mr. Cunliff, in St. Louis and in New 
York, followed the architect’s conclusion, 
with the result that a plan was formu- 
lated looking to the permanent develop- 
ment of the museum building and 
grounds. This plan provides for the use 
of all conditions as they now exist and 
the addition thereto from time to time, 
as financial conditions permit, such im- 
provements as may conform to the 
scheme in general. 

Mr. Gilbert's idea is to make the Art 
Museum the focal point of the pian, and 


the design for promenades, paths and 
steps, together with the location of 
shrubs and trees, is arranged with this 
end in view. The shore line of the grand 
basin is to be straightened with a for- 
midable retaining wall and balustrade; 
the wall embellished with ornamental 
lamp standards, and a spacious prome- 
nade along the balustrade, with diverg- 
ing paths and wide driveways, and 
bridges over the lagoon, would transform 
the grand basin into something of 
magnificence of Worid’s Fair time. Four 
avenues of trees will fringe the dri 

way on each side of the basin, thus 

ing an avenue that will extend in 
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basin itself will be fountains similar to 
those of the fair. 

On Art Hill there is suggested a series 
of paths over the amphitheater provid- 
ing easy access to any part of the hill- 
side. These paths will not interfere with 
future pageants or gatherings there for 
any purpose. The St. Leuis statue on 
Art Hill remains outside the building as 
the main attraction, on the site once oc- 
cupied by Festival Hall. 

On the two points occupied during the 
fair by the East and West pavilions, 
there will be fountains, sculpture and 
statuary, similar to the large fountains 
of the fair, and cascades of water will 
fall down the hill from these fountains 
and from the St. Louis statue. 

The plan prepared by Mr. Gilbert also 
calls for the enlargement of the Art Mu- 
seum to a floor space eight times its 
present capacity. Across the front of 
the building there is to be a stone al- 
ustrade, which the Museum Board is 
eager to have erected this year. And 
there is to be a realignment of the pres- 


ent..driveway and a lowering of the ons 


roadway for about two feet in front of 
the museum in order to give an unob 
structed view of the building from the 
grand basin below. — 

In carrying out the scheme, the prin- 
cipal development will consist of plant- 
ing and grading. The planting neces- 
sarily will cover a long period, but during 
this time the Park Department will have 
opportunity to develop the architectural 
scheme in full. 

In order to dispel any misgivings or 
anxiety that might be created by the 
plan in the minds of some, Mr. Cunliff 
emphatically asserts that the develop- 
ment will not interfere in any detail with 
the vse of the park, or any part of it, 
for recreation purposes. The cascades 
would abolish one golf hole of the new 
course, not yet in use, that goes across 
the hillside in front of the museum, but 
this hole probably would not be inter- 
fered with for years.

In these alliances there is none of the sordid barter 
and sale—titles in erchange on the one hand for money 
to replenish empty coffers on the other—which have 
brought to grief so many unions between wealthy 
American women and fortune-hunting noblemen.
